A Beautiful Incident. 


A correspondent of the Cambridge Chron- 


icle, writing from Nantueket, gifts the fol- 
lowing beautiful example of disinterested 
benevolence: 


Many years ago, a husband and father 


started from his home to comm3nce his 
morning work in a ropewalk upon our is- 
land. Breakfast time came, and, as was her 
wont, his faithful wife left her home to con- 
vey her husband's breakfast to him. 
The 


snow had been falling for some time, but 
she heeded it not, and started to cross some 
open lots in the outskirts of our town. The 
wind bew violently, and the blinding snow 
disturbed her so that she lost her path, and 
when found, some time after, she was UT"-- 
ing against a rail fence, smothered, frozei. 
dead. The father died also, I think, K • 
long, and their two orphan chii'in n v,-ere 
taken to our almshouse. Years j->i>.c.cLi,and 
the children grew to wonir-uiiojd, and, in 
turn, were wives and mo:L/rs. The hus- 
band of one of thorn was drowned a few 
years ago near oi:r island, leaving several 
young children. 
An aged man who hcd 


befriended his wife in early years, then took 
her to his home, and there she toiled hard 
to support her children. 
In some way the. 


old man's property was used, until he had 
nothing left but his humble dwelling. Then 
the widow toiled to support him, till he saw 
that she was wasting away under her ardu- 
ous labor, and nobly, generously, sent for a 
lawyer, and gave her his cottage which he 
had toiled hard to obtain, and in which he 
had hoped to spend his days, and went him- 
self to dwell in our almshouse. He shares 
a pauper's home to-day, but his gray hairs 
are a crown of glory to him. 
The widow 


would have preferred to struggle on ior her 
benefactor, but he knew that m» life's sands 
were almost run, and it mattered little 
where he should be in the hour of death.— 
One day this winter a lady gave the child- 
ren of this poor widow some food for their 
bard-working mother, and an apple each 
for themselves. When she next saw them, 
she asked how they liked the apples, and 
the reply was, " we did not eat them our- 
selves, but carried them to our grandfather 
at the poor-house." 


The teacher ot our High School recently 


related the above to a lar^e audience at a 
Sabbath School Festival in our town, and 
while tears flowed freely, even down the 
cheek, of manhood, at the pathetic account, 
of which very few had any knowledge, every 
true heart recognized the real nobility of the 
aged pauper, and deemed such an act of 
sell-sacrifice at once1 generous and disinter- 
ested.

first work by which Hugh Miller was much 
known in this country.

In this sketch, hy the most enthusiastic and 
most thorough student of natural science 
now living, if we make the single exception 
of Hnmboldt, we have a full accoont of what 
Hugh Miller had then accomplished in his 


studies. 


The first paragraph of this memoir well 


characterises the writings to which it is a 
preface that we quote it here. "There is in 
the Geological works of Hugh Miller," says 
Agassiz "a freshness of conception, a pow- 
er of argumentation, a depth of thought, a 
purity of feelings, rarely met with in works 
of that character, which are well calculated 
to call forth sympathy, and to increase the' 
popularity of a science which has already 
done so much to expand our views of the 
plan of the Creator."
